An exclusive organization of working 
men (so-called) to represent and uphold 
partial, and if need be, selfish exactions in 
behalf of labor, seems now to be the new 
sensation. This is a very great, a very se- 
rious thing. But portentous as it seems to 
our mind, we fear that the infinite injury 
that this movement is to work finally, on 
the peace and prosperity of the country is 
at the present almost unappreciated. It 
does, indeed, seem Quixotic for a Southern 
man to allow his mind to be seriously con 
cerned about a matter so remotely bearing 
upon the general weal of.the United 
States, (so-called). For that Southern man.

pretty mach in the fix of the poor cast- 
away who has been sucked in upon his 
last plank and fora short space is spared 
by the devouring maelstroom. But if we 
had a lease of life, politically speaking.

the safety of the country. We don’t mean 
the Government by any means, for that is 
so hopelessly perverted and overthrown, 
that it is now out of danger. But we mean 
that by banding ald drilling men into 
parties upon such a programme of prin- 
ciples as the late monster meeting which

» sence of the social compact is no longer 


operative, and in all time tocome intestine 
factions fighting and ravaging for ascen- 
dency and selfish advantage, will make our 
country a social hell. There is good reason 
why a Democrat should be a long lived, as 
well as an “unterrified” animal. You can't 
erect.or preserve free government upon 
any body’s principles but his. Why, is 
not the whole thing of liberty wrapped up 
in one little motto of the Democrat’s that 
blazes on his banners, Equal privileges to 
all—exclusive advantages to none.”

Debates before trade so- 
cieties. at their regular meetings. are more 
and more directed to the question of or- 
g.nizing a workingmfän's party, to be em- 
ployed either asa balance of power between 
rival political candidates, or as a means of 
nominating and electing law- makers 
whose sympathies can be depended on. 
This desire to reach the statute book 
throu; h an exercise of the suffrage fran- 
chise is pertectly legitimate, and steadily 
becoming more practicabie. Among the 
acts of legislation already demanded are, 
repeal of what are known as conspiracy 
laws, a stringent restriction of the ap- 
prentice system, and reduction of the hours 


of labor.” 

Well, take it for granted that the “labor 
movement” has developed its “ cyclopean 
proportions,” looks seriously to the ballot 
box, and shall finally placein the halls of 
legislation and the seats of power, law- 
makers, “whose sympathies can be depend- 
ed on”—then what?
